followed a few simple precau­ 
tions. 
The dangerous aspects of car­ 
bon monoxide poisoning are that 
early symptoms are subtle and 
pt ogress rapidly from mild to 
severe. 
Initial manifestations 
are nausea, dizziness, and head­ 
ache. These can be mistaken for 
motion sickness if the individ­ 
ual is riding in a car. It may 
be too late when the victim re­ 
alizes what is happening be­ 
cause the time is short be­ 
tween possible escape and un­ 
consciousness. This Is under­ 
standable because respiration 
increases during fear, excite­ 
ment, and exertion.

After Castro's landing in the 
Sierra Maestra region in 1957, 
other informed and c o n c e n t 
citizens and military men urg­ 
ed the State Department to heed 
Fidel’s communist record, stop 
aiding him, and cease diplomat 
ic pressures for removal of the 
Batista government. 
But tile 
State Department's leaders, who 
hod ching to the image of the 
Chinese Reds as “agrarian re­ 
formers” to the bitter end, per 
sisted just as resolutely in be­ 
lieving the fable of Castro as a 
Cuban Robin Hood. 
Cuba is now solidly behind the 
Cane Curtain of communUun, 
and still the State Department 
is aloof to the advice of con­ 
cerned and waU-informed peo­ 
ple. The 
American position 
throughout South America is de­ 
teriorating rapidly with h e l p 
from Castro’s agents, but the 
State Department continues to 
ignore reality. HLH

Aa interesting sidelight of tike 
International Photographic Ex­ 
position. in New York City's 
Coliseum from May 1-0, la the 
introduction of a European leat 
film load system. This brings to 
American amateur photograph­ 
ers a choice of two different sys­ 
tems. 
For the past two years, UJ5. 
camera fans have become fam­ 
iliar with the fast and furnbie- 
free film loading of Kodak's 
Instant* tic camera line. Ka suc­ 
cess was instantaneous for Ms 
drop-in nim cartridge eliminat­ 
ed the only troublesome aspect 
of comers handling which had 
not changed while everything 
else was being modernised. 
But in Europe an entirely dif­ 
ferent method of easy film load­ 
ing was developed by the West 
German photographic indnahry. 
Led by Agfa, the world’s sec­ 
ond leading film manufarhacr, 
the “Rapid System" was la m b ­ 
ed last July in England and on 
the continent. Having achieved 
success on its home grands, 
the Rapid system of cameras 
and film is now coming to Amer­ 
ica. 
Let’s go over the features of 
each system. 
Instamatic-type cameras re­ 
quire a special IM Kodapak 
film cartridge which fits no oth­ 
er type of camera. There are 
presently four different types 
of Kodapak nims but each has 
the same ASA §4 film speed:

Every angler jokes a b o u t 
catching a “whale" and you 
know he's only kidding. But, if 
he's heading for Manitoba when 
he makes that statement he may 
be dead serious. 
This Canadian province has 
just come up with the final an­ 
swer for the sportsman who has 
everything — whale hunting. 
The whales, now fair game 
for American tourists for the 
first time, are the white (be­ 
luga) variety averaging 14 feet 
in length when fully grown and 
weighing as 
much 
as 
1,300 
pounds. 
If you want to “catch"' a whale 
you head 
for far - northern 
Churchill. Manitoba, on Hudson 
Bay. No highway reaches this 
spot but it is readily accessible 
by rail or scheduled airline. 
The limit is one beluga per 
day; two per season. License 
fee for non residents 
is $40 
Tile best time to go whaling is 
between June 20th and Septem­ 
ber 1st. 
Would be whale hunters must 
hire a native Eskimo or Indian 
guide who lives in the a r e a. 
Guides supply all the equipment 
for the hunt including 22 foot 
freight canoe outboard motor, 
harpoon and high-powered rif­ 
le. 
If you have an adventurous 
palate you may keep up to 
25 pounds of meat from each 
whale or, if you want a trophy 
to prove your whaling prowess, 
you can take home the jawbone 
of the beast. The remainder of 
the carcass must go to the guide. 
Canadian National Railways 
has a “package" whale hunt 
plan for approximtely $350 in 
eluding transportation from Win­ 
nipeg and return with l o w e r 
berth and meals on the train, 
five nights in Churchill with 
meals and guide and equipment 
for tile hunt. 
Whale hunting is no “panty­ 
waist" sport. The sea - going 
estuary of the Churchill River 
and hunting is carried out here 
at low tide. 
The 
canoe 
is 
maneuvered 


close to the whale and the bar 
poon, attached to a large gas 
keg float by a strong line, Is 
thrown. At this moment the float 
is tossed overboard. All this ac 
tion generally takes place with 
the motor at full throttle. 
The hunters give chase to the 
harpooned whale but keep a 
safe distance until they c a n 
place a killing shot with the ri­ 
fle. 
A processing plant at Church­ 
ill turns most of the whale 
carcasses into animal feed, fer­ 
tilizer and special oil for lubri­ 
cation of scientific machinery. 
Beluga hides are white and 
have a plastic - like appearance. 
A large leather goods manufac­ 
turer plans to use the whale 
hides which, when processed and 
dried, have a tensile strength 
40 per cent higher than cowhide 
and are extremely pliable.

LASTING QUALITY — This Blue Willow platter in the 
Pioneers Museum is a memorial to Henry Brockhurst’s 
mother. It is marked "warranted Stat fordshire. T. Cle- 
mentson, Shelton.” Several English potters made this pat­ 
tern. one of the most popular ever conceived because of its 
sad but romantic Chinese legend. The story' goes that 
Koon-Shee. beautiful daughter of a mandarin, had been 
promised by her father to a rich but old merchant. Koon- 
Shee was in love with her father’s secretary Chang, and 
wanted no part of the marriage with the old man. Koon- 
Shee and Chang ran away, with her father in furious pur­ 
suit. When he overtakes them on a bridge, he orders them 
put to death. Sympathetic gods intervene and the young 
lovers are changed into turtledoves, seen flying top center 
on the platter. At right is Koon-Shee and her father's 
pagoda over which grows an apple tree. The bridge at 
lower left, to the left of the willow tree, is the spot where 
the father catches up with the runaway lovers. The three 
figures on the bridge depict Koon-Shee. carrying a distaff, 
the emblem of virginity; Chang, who carries a box of 
jewels, and the mandarin carrying a whip. The willow 
pattern, as we know it today, was originated by Thomas 
Turner of the Caughley Pottery Works, in 1780. The pat­ 
tern, still being turned out today, was made by more than 
200 makers. Japan made the particular pattern too. and 
when that country bombed Pearl Harbor on Dec. 7. 1041, 
Americans by the hundreds smashed their Japanese copies 
of the popular Blue Willow.—M. M.

said.

John, administration special­ 
ist with the 4th Weather Wing 
here, started raising "ordinary" 
pigeons when he was a second 
grader in Denver, his hometown. 
"I stated raising what they 
call bam pigeons or common 


old street pigeons and I just 
started in this." he said 
Judging f r o m hts lofts at 
2419 EL Monument St. John 's 
interest in the fancy pigeon 
breed has grown by leaps and 
bounds 
He values his pigeons at more 
than 9M9 and has St to 60 birds, 
including fancy jacobins, flight­ 
ful homers, exotic pouters, per­ 
forming rollers and tumblers. 
English carriers and prissy fan­ 
tails. There are more than 250 
varieties of fancy pigeons and 
some range in price from 95 to 
9360 per pair. 
One of John's homers, "Pi." 
won first place in show at Den­ 
ver last February. Mr. and Mrs. 
John also have other birds from 
grand champion stock, as do 
other members of the F a n c y 
Pigeon Did). 
In general, pigeons are judged 
on feather conditions, stance, on 
straightness af keel bone, tight­ 
ness of vents and coloration, 
according to their classification. 
Pigeons are not required to 
have inspections before showing, 
but must hare pedigrees. Win­ 
ners receive trophies and rib­ 
bons. The birds must wear bands 
authorised by the National Pig­ 
eon Association 
Like pampered poodles, fancy 
show pigeons are fed a special 
d i e t consisting of a mixture of 
com. wheat, milo. barley, hemp. 


flax, canary seed and o t h e r 
grain. 
Feathers and "boots" also are 
pulled to insure a uniform fea­ 
ther covering and to enhance 
the appearance of the f a n c y 
birds. 
"Feathers hare to be pulled 
out about 49 days b e f o r e a 
show,” John said, “but they'll 
grow out and be spank new 
just like a car." An off-color 
feather will disqualify a bird in 
same shows. 
There can be no high-strung 
pigeons when show time comes 
around. Birds must get used to 
a handler; must be accustomed 
to a small cnctoocd area; must 
put up with cigarette smoke and 
most be gentle. 
The fantail, which spreads its 
tail feathers like a peacock, is 
one of the more classier breeds. 
But the plump member of the 
family Columbidae is a little aff 
balance when in show position, 
resting its head on its tail feath­ 
ers. 
"R 's easy for them to t i p 
over like a bowling pm," John 
said. 
"Champions walk backward 
too,'* his wife added 
One point lo remember about 
fancy birds is that they do not 
w i t h 
droppings They’re a mite to e 
expensive to lot fly for v e r y 
long. 
The homing pigeon, as its 


name implies, stays dose to 
borne. 
"Homers will fly for about two 
hours without landing and then 
will light on the edge of the roof 
or go back to their loft. To most 
people, pigeons are pigeons, but 
there s a tot of difference," John 
said. 
One of the more staminal 
birds is the carrier pigeon, a 
creature with a history celebrat­ 
ed in stories during the w a r 
years.

When the 
people discovered the Emersons 
were serious they gave 
them 
the hand they needed. 
And so, this year, for the 
second straight season, 2S mem­ 
bers of the Royal Academy of 
Dramatic Art in London, one 
of the greatest schools for ac­ 
tors in the world, came to Ari­ 
zona to present two Shakes­ 
pearean plays. Romeo and Ju­ 
liet and The Tem pet. at Tuc­ 
son and Phoenix. 
Emerson reported: "It costs 
us about 160.006 a year to bring 
the group over, but it’s worth it. 
This year the crowds were even 
better than last year.’’ 
Emerson now devotes full time 
to the project. 
A corporation 
has been formed, called “ In­ 
ternational Shakespeare Festi­ 
val of Arizona.’’ His wife stays 
at home with their two children, 
but occupies herself with ticket 
sales, correspondence, brochures 
and other detals 


ALL 
ABOUT GUITARS - 
Judging 
from 
guitar 
sales, 
there’s more music than ever 
in America. More than one mil­ 
lion guitars were sold in the 
land last year. And this year, 
more than (IOO million 
worth 
of guitars will be sold. TTiis 
compares with 995 million sales 
in 1964, which was an increase 
of 46 per cent. 
Many teenagers have switch­ 
ed from the hula hoop to the 
guitar rn recent years, but the 
majority of guitar players seem 
to be adults. 
The guitar makers are happy. 
A plant in Chicago has a six- 
day double shift, but the manu­ 
facturers are realistic. One of 
them says: “ We are in the 
leisure business, not the music 
business.

A curious statement comes from 
the Museum of Modern 
Art, 
which has arranged an exhibi­ 
tion of "The New 
Japanese 
Painting and Sculpture" by * 
Japanese artists who live and 
work not only in Japan, but 
also in New York, Paris, Milan 
and Rome. Included in the show 
are «9 paintings, 96 sculptures 
and I t assemblages. The m a­ 
terials include oil on canvas and 
weed, lacquered and cut steel, 


terra cotta and ceram ic, stone, 
wood, cast 
cement, plaster, 
polyester - impregnated 
cloth, 
cast aluminum and comm ercial 
sacking. But the museum ad­ 
mits that "R ather than reveal­

' American Indian Art Before 
1850 . a major exhibition is 
scheduled for May 2 through 
Sept 19 at the Denver Art Mu­ 
seum's Chappell House, 1300 Lo­ 
gan St on Capitol Hill. 
This will he the first time that 
an entire exhibit has ever been 
devoted to early Indian material 
of the pre camera period. Such 
early material is not common, 
and generally each museum has 
only a few dozen pieces. 
Norman Ceder. Curator of 
American Indian and N a t i v e 
Arts Department, assembled the 
exhibition, personally selecting 
choice and rare specimens which 
were borrowed from fourteen 
leading museums plus notable 
private 
collections. 
Among 
museums lending objects are 
the United States National Mu­ 
seum. the American Museum of 
Natural History the Museum of 
the American Indian-Heye Foun­ 
dation. and the Peabody Muse­ 
ums of Cambridge and Salem. 
The year 1850 was chosen as 
the terminal date of the show 
because it was before the days 
of the camera, before Colorado 
statehood. 
and 
because 
it 
marked the beginning of west­ 
ward expansion brought on by 
the California Gold Rush. In 
fact, before 1850. the only people 
in the western United States 
were a few Spanish settlers in 
the Southwest and the fur trad­ 
ers trading for beaver before 
1832 and for buffalo up to about 
1860. The major portion of the 
West was little known and not 
settled. 
Some of the highlights of the 
exhibition are examples of mat­ 
erial collected by famous people
